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REMARKS 

The Applicants submit this paper in response to the Notice of Non-Compliant 
Amendment mailed on December 11, 2009. By way of this response, the Applicants 
renew their presentation of the claim amendments submitted in the Applicants ' response 
dated August 6, 2009. However, the Applicants do not re-submit herewith the previously 
submitted remarks of the Applicants' response, but instead kindly request the Examiner 
to refer to the August 6, response for those remarks. 

The Applicants submit the foregoing corrected amendment. The text "the" on 
line 4 of claim 15 has been underlined per the notice of non-compliant amendment. In 
addition, the original text ":" (which is the colon) after "and configured to" on line 3 
of claim 9, was not intended as deleted text. Instead, the ":" (colon) appears as 
original text (i.e., not underlined) after "the processor to" in the amendment filed on 
August 6, 2009. Accordingly, the amendment is proper. No new matter has been 
added. It is respectfully submitted that all pending claims are in condition for 
allowance and favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested.

The Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application. In 
view of the foregoing, the Applicants submit that this application is in condition for 
allowance.
